Senator Tillman ,in his formal writ- 
ten report on the Hepburn bill, which 
he was directed to make by the Sen- 
ate committee on interstate com- 
merce, and which he presented in the 
Senate today.

men who are already 1oo rich. Tho 
poor dupes who have been led to In- 
vest their savings in such stock can 
better afford to lose those earnings 
than to have the labor of the country 
saddled with the burden 
of paying 


perpetual tribute in the shape of div- 
idends on dishonest valuations. 


In conclusion Tillman warns " the 


friends of the proposed 
legislation 


that all their expectations may nq 
be realized at 
this session of Con- 


gress. The great influence of the rail- 
road incorporations, he says, might 
prevent the passage of any bill at all 
or the enactment of one wholly inad- 
equate.
